The cemetery is 
used by small boys as a playground, 
the tombstones overturned and 
the 
place in every way showing signs of 
great neglect. 
A number of 
skele­ 
tons have 
already fallen away with 
the bank, and more will follow unless 
a change is made in existing condi­ 
tions. One grave with the inscription 
on the headstone: “Sweet is the sleep 
our mother takes” is not more than 
12 feet from the 
edge. 
It is to be 
hoped that the council will follow up 
the work wffiich they commenced two 
years ago, and that a change for the 
better may soon be noted.

WOMAN’S LEAP NOT FATAL 


Jum ped From Brooklyn Bridge, Proba­ 
bly W ith Suicidal Intent—Appar­ 
ently Not Badly Hurt. 


N ew Y ork, April 21.—Miss Marie 
Dins, of this city, jumped from the 
Brooklyn bridge without serious injur 
ies. 
Many men have made this leap 
into the waters of the East river since 
the bridge hasbeen completed. 
Most 
of them have perished, bat Miss Dins is 
the second woman who has ever at­ 
tempted to end her life in this way. She 
is now in the Hudson Street hospital. 
The physicians found that no bones 
were broken, but they say it is possible 
that she has sustained internal injuries. 
She is about 32 years old, and was 
formerly a part owner of a boarding 
house in this city. 
She stepped from a 
carriage in motion, ahout 50 feet from 
the bridge tower, on the New York end, 
and dropped to the water below, strik­ 
ing, according to an eyewitness, about 
20 feet from the Clyde line pier, which 
encircle* the tower. 
Fhe was picked up 
by the crew of the tug Tacoma, which 
was moored near by. 
The fact that she 
had no money and had ordered herself 
to be driven to a place in Brooklyn, 
where she is not known, leads the pohce 
to believe that suicide was planned. 
For nou-pavment of installments and 
rent, Miss Dins was dispossessed on 
Wednesday from a boarding house that 
she and a man named F. Maudin were 
running on Twenty-third street. 
Since 
that time she has been melancholy and 
ha* remained in her room most of the 
time. 
On September 6, 1895, a Mrs. McAr­ 
thur jumped from the bridge and was 
but slightly injured. 
She was discharg­ 
ed when arraigned in a police court. On 
August 30 of the same year Mrs. McAr­ 
thur made an attempt to jump, bal was 
stopped by the bridge police.

Their native servants, who escaped 
from the B rer laager, near Wepener 
say that there were four guns disabled 
and that the Boers had lost IOO in killed 
alone. 
It is also ascertained that the Boers 
made a night attack on April ll, but 
were discovered while creeping along a 
deep ditch by Cape mounted rifles, with 
Maxims, who fired into them at a dis 
tance of 200 yards, with the result that 
the Boers lost five wagonloads of killec 
aud wounded. 
A simultaneous attack in other quar 
tern was repulsed by the British, who 
used tneir bayonets. 
The Boers still surround Wepener, but 
there has been little firing lately.

Maine, Ohio and Missouri, now aw ait­ 
ing their armor equipment, at $545 per 
ton, the price asked for Krupp armor, is 
out of the bill, as is the provision to re­ 
peal the $300 lim itation placed upon the 
price of armor by the current’ law. 
The 
light came at the end of the considera­ 
tion of the bill. 
Although the provision was obnox­ 
ious to the rule all the minority mem­ 
bers of the committee had agreed to it, 
but when the m ajority declined to al­ 
low the discussion of a proposition for 
the establishment of an arm or plate fac­ 
tory they retaliated hy raising a point 
of order against the two provisions 
above referred to, and they were ruled 
out. The exact effect of the action of 
the house is disputed. 
The appropria­ 
tion of $4,(XX),OOO under the head of 
“armor and arm am ent" remains in the 
bill, as well as the language of the pro­ 
viso authorizing the secretary of the 
navy to contract for arm or of the best 
quality for the Maine, Ohio and Mis­ 
souri. the words stricken out being “at 
a cost not to exceed $545 a ton, iuclud 
big royalties. ” 
It is contended by some that this em ­ 
powers the secretary to contract for the 
armor without regard to cost. 
By oth 
Grs it is claimed th at the provision will 
bo ineffective unless the senate inserts 
the price. So much bad feeling was 
Moused by the wrangle over the arm or 
plate provision that Mr. Underwood, of 
Alabama, began a filibuster after the 
bul was reported to the house, and filial­ 
ly forced an adjournm ent w ithout final 
action on the bill. 
Before the armor plate question came 
QP>. two amendments to modify the pro­ 
visions for the increase of the navy. 
which authorizes two battleships and 
cruisers, were defeated.

The movement of 
tho stuck was feverish, the common and 
preferred often moving in contrary d i­ 
rections, as though to cause a fooling of 
uncertainty over developments in the 
company.

GOVERNOR TAYLOR 
MAY BE ARRESTED. 


Persistent Humor That Ile Was Indicted 
as Accessory to the Murder 
of (ioebel. 


F r a n k f o r t, Ky., April 21.—It is per­ 
sistently rumored that Governor Taylor 
has lieen indicted as an alleged acces­ 
sory to the Goebel murder. 
It is reported that Governor Taylor 
eft W ashington to join his family at 
louisville, and that he may arrive here 
to flay. There is said to liave been much 
communication by wire between here 
and W ashington. Friends of Governor 
Taylor say he is ready to meet any 
charge that may have been brought 
against him, but they do not want him 
:incarcerated without bail, which they 
say he can give in any reasonable 
amount. 
The clerk of the court insists that 
there is no record on file of any Taylor 
indictment, and all other indictments 
returned ore on Ale in the clerk’s office. 
The circuit judge can hold an indict 
ment until the bench warrant has been 
served, and such is believed to be the 
case in this instance. Current reports 
are generally credited that the warrant 
even has been issued ready for service 
on the return of the governor. 


C o n s ta n tin o p le , April 21.—The finn 
attitude of the United States govern­ 
ment regarding the claims of Ameri­ 
cans for loss*-.-* and massacres in Arme­ 
nia is entirely approved in political and 
commercial circles, aud it is hoped that 
the United States will steadfastly m ain­ 
tain its demand, such a course being the 
only one likely to succeed. It is thought 
that all the powers should follow the 
same course, not onlv concerning in­ 
demnities, but also w ith regard to the 
increase of duty. 
Negotiations regarding American in­ 
demnity are now being conducted in 
W ashington, owing to the presence there 
of United States M inister Straus. 
L on d on , April 21.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph, commenting upon the Tnrko- 
Ameriean tension, says: 
“ Many worse things m ight happen 
for the world than an object lesson 
taught by mrnerican warships in Turk­ 
ish w aters.” 
The Times, rem arking that “ it is not 
likely Turkey will pay much attention 
to a collective European protest con­ 
cerning the duties,” says: 
‘Disputes with a single power, which 
knows what it wants, and is determ in­ 
ed to get it, always gives the porte far 
greater concern than m atters which 
have to be arranged by collective ac­ 
tion. 
It is just possible, for the sake of 
oriental notions of dignity, that some 
hint of force may be needed, but the 
money will be forthcoming. 
In any 
case, the United States will have the 
entire sympathy of England in energet­ 
ically prosecuting a just demand.” 
The Morning Post says; 
“ The question is a simple one, and 
shonld certainly be capable of arrange­ 
ment without the intervention of force. 
We trust a naval demonstration will not 
be necessary.” 
W a sh ing to n, April 21.—AliFerrough 
Bey, the Turkish minister, said that he 
provably would hear from his govern­ 
m ent in a short time concerning the 
American claims. 
He insists that an 
amicable settlement can be arranged, 
and repeats his statement, already pub­ 
lished, that in view of the high esteem 
in which he wa* held by the sultan, and 
the fact of his acting in a diplomatic ca­ 
pacity, M inister Straus was not justified 
in making the assertion that the sultan 
had broken his promise in regard to the 
settlement of the claims.

J nm pad From Brooklyn Bridge, Proba­ 
bly W ith Suicidal Intent—A ppar­ 
ently Not Badly Hurt. 


New York, April 21.—Miss Marie 
Dins, of this city, jumped from the 
Brooklyn bridge without serious injur 
ies. Many men have made this leap 
into the waters of the East river since 
the bridge has been completed. Most 
of them have perished, but Miss Dins u 
the second woman who has ever at­ 
tempted to end her life in this way. She 
is now in the Hudson Street hospital. 
The physicians found that no bones 
were broken, but they say it is possible 
that she has sustained internal injuries. 
She is about 82 years old, and was 
formerly a part owner of a boarding 
house in this city. 
She stepped from a 
carriage in motion, ahout 50 feet from 
the bridge tower, on the New York end, 
and dropped to the water below, strik­ 
ing, according to an eyewitness, about 
20 feet from the Clyde line pier, which 
encircles the tower. She was picked up 
by the crew of the tug Tacoma, which 
was moored near by. The fact that she 
had no money and had ordered herself 
to be driven to a place in Brooklyn, 
where she is not known, leads the police 
to believe that suicide was planned. 
For non-payment of installments and 
rent, Miss Dins was dispossessed on 
Wednesday from a boarding house that 
she and a man named F. Maudin were 
running on Twenty-third street. 
Since 
that time she has been melancholy and 
has remained in her room most of the 
time.

Naval Hill Changed In House—Opinions 


Differ its to Price th e Secretary 


May Pay. 


W a sh in g to n , April 21.—As a result of 
a protracted struggle in the house, the 
provision of the naval appropriation bill 
to enable the secretary of^the navy to 
contract for armor for the battleships 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri, now await­ 
ing their armor equipment, at $545 per 
ton, the price asked for Krupp armor, is 
out of the bill, as is the provision to re­ 
peal the $300 limitation placed upon the 
price of armor by the current’ law. 
The 
light cam e at the end of the considera­ 
tion of the bill. 
Although the provision was obnox­ 
ious to the rule all the minority mem­ 
bers of the committee had agreed to it, 
but when the majority declined to al­ 
low the discussion of a proposition for 
the establishment of an armor plate fac­ 
tory they retaliated hy raising a point 
of order against the two provisions 
above referred to, and they were ruled 
out. The exact effect of the action of 
the house is disputed. 
The appropria­ 
tion of $4,000,000 under the head of 
“armor and armament*’ remains in the 
bill, as well as the language of the pro­ 
viso authorizing the secretary of the 
navy to contract for armor of the best 
quality for the Maine, Ohio and Mis­ 
souri. the words stricken ont being ‘‘at 
a cost not to exceed $545 a ton, includ­ 
ing royalties. ” 
It is contended by some that this em­ 
powers the secretary to contract for the 
armor without regard to cost. 
By oth­ 
ers it is claimed that the provision will 
be ineffective unless the senate inserts 
reprice. So much bad feeling was 
aroused by the wrangle over the armor 
plate provision that Mr. Underwood, of 
Alabama, began a filibuster after the 
bill was reported to the house, and final­ 
ly forced an adjournment without final 
action on the bill,

She stepped from a 
carriage in motion, ahont 50 feet from 
the bridge tower, on the New York end, 
and dropped to the water below, strik 
ing, according to an eyewitness, about 
20 feet from the Clyde line pier, which 
encircle* the tower. 
She was picked up 
by the crew of the tug Tacoma, which 
was moored n»*ar by. 
The fact that she 
had no money and had ordered herself 
to be driven to a place in Brooklyn, 
where she is uot known, loads the ponce 
to believe that suicide was planned. 
For non-payment of installments and 
rent, Miss Dins was dispossessed on 
Wednesday from a boarding house that 
she and a man named F. Mandin were 
running on Tweuty-third street.

Naval Kill ( hanged In H ou se—Opinion* 


DiRt-r as to Price the Secretary 


May Pay. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Anril21.—As a result of 
a protracted struggle in the house, the 
provision of the naval appropriation bill 
to enable the secretary outlie navy to 
contract for armor for the battleships 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri, now await­ 
ing their armor equipment, at |545 per 
ton, the price asked for Krupp armor, is 
out of the bill, as is the provision to re­ 
peal the |300 limitation placed upon the 
price of armor by the current law'. 
The 
light came at the end of the considera­ 
tion of the bill. 
Although the provision was obnox­ 
ious to the rule all the minority mem­ 
bers of the committee hurl agreed to it, 
but when the majority declined to al­ 
low the discussion of a proposition for 
the establishment of an armor plate fac­ 
tory they retaliated hy raising a point 
of order against the two provisions 
above referred to, and they w ere ruled 
oat. The exact effect of the ac tion of 
the house is disputed. 
The appropria­ 
tion of $4,000,000 under the head of 
' armor aud armament" remains in the 
bill, as well as the language of the pro­ 
viso authorizing the secretary of the 
navy to contract for armor of the best 
quality for the Maine, Ohio and Mis­ 
souri. the words stricken out being “at 
• cost not ti* exceed $545 a ton, includ­ 
ing royalties.” 
It is contended by some that this em­ 
powers the secretory to contract for the 
Armor without regard to oust. 
By oth­ 
ers it is claimed that the provision will 
be in off eel ive unless the senate inserts 
the price. So much bad feeling was 
aroused by the wrangle over the armor 
plate provision that Mr. Underw’ood, of 
Alabama, began a filibuster after the 
bill was reported to the house, and final­ 
ly forced an adjournment without final 
action on the bill,
